Upland Is Changing and Will The Time Come 


When More Business Is Permitted on Euclid Avenue? 


Upland is changing rapidly and the trans- 
ition period is going to result in some drastic 
changes in the community. 

How about Euclid avenue? Are Uplanders 
ever going to permit more business develop- 
ment on this famous and beautiful thorough- 
fare? 

One of the many issues before the Upland 
planning commission tonight is the question 
of allowing a change in the zone to permit 
business at the southeast corner of Euclid 
avenue and Foothill boulevard. 

At a later date, it is likely the General Tel- 
ephone Co. will ask permission to construct 
its new Upland building on Euclid avenue just 
north of Foothill boulevard. These are official 
matters concerning the avenue. Many, many 
unofficial inquiries are made and comments 
expressed about business on Euclid avenue. 

While the current requests for business on 
Euclid avenue may be turned down, the time 
will come when the issue will be more vital 
and the pressure for affirmative action strong- 
er. 

The real issue of business on Euclid avenue 
is certain to come; perhaps not this year but 
sometime before long. 

Many old timers here are amazed that 
business seeks Euclid avenue. Isn't it said 
often that business has no place on busy 
thoroughfares? Many laymen have been led 
to believe that is the case, but the numerous 
requests indicate the local situation may have 
a different answer. : 

Who is keeping business off of Euclid ave- 
nue now? The full responsibility, of course, 
lies with members of the city planning com- 
mission and the city council. Officially, Eu- 
clid avenue is regarded as one place in the 
community where no more business should be 
permitted. That policy is supported by the 
realization that Euclid avenue possesses his- 
toric charm, unrivaled beauty and an unique 
position in Southern California. From the city 


Chiseling of Unemployment

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hall viewpoint, it is almost a sacred thorough- 
fare, its beauty so rich and unusual that it 
should not be marred by commercial enter- 
prises.

And then he added with emphasis; “If Eu- 
clid were opened to business, many thousands 
of dollars would be invested in buildings and 
the property assessment and the sales tax 
would produce a huge sum in revenue to the 
city.” 

A Pomonan, representing an investment 
firm, was in Upland last week to tell The 
Upland News that an investment of three mil- 
lion dollars would be made in Upland immed- 
iately if business were permitted on South Eu- 
clid avenue. He looked at the city-owned six 
acres east of Third avenue but there was no 
enthusiasm in his comments. 

“We want Euclid avenue,” and he said it 
with vigor. 

The policy of allowing no additional busi- 
ness on Euclid avenue is of long standing. 
Many things have happened in a changing 
Upland. Will the time come when things will 
be changed on Euclid avenue?
